Evacuation of tho Ruhr, the, pre- 


mier said, had dominated everything 
at the international 
conference and 


he had to choose between the reestab- 
lishment of an interallied entente and 
the continuance of isolated action. 


M. Herriot emphasized that arbitra- 


tion was the great principle establish 
ed at tho London conference and as- 
serted France would gam by it "for 
it would need a great deal of optim- 
ism to believe that France in the fu- 
ture could gain the majority of votes 
which enabled her to enter the Ruhr." 


Tho advantages ho had obtained at 


tho London conference, the premier 
Insisted, "do not strike the Imagina- 
tion but they are substantial advan-j 
tages. They will appear considerable 
to all those who believe with the ex- 
perts that defaults and penalties must 
be avoided as much as possible and 
the reparations problem 
must 
be 


solved peacefully and righteously." 


Arbitration, he continued, had "im- 


proved most markedly the method of 
a transfer such as was defined Jn the 
Dawes plan and has transformed the 
regime of payments in kind, whicn 
has caused so many difficulties in the 
past."

• fulness and duplication disclosed in rail- 
'•way operation as it existed at the time 
''the government undertook to run the 
roads, brought forward anew the idea 
that the best solution of our transporta- 
tion problems lies in the unification of 
systems and the merger of small roads 


• into large systems. For one thing, it

A.nswer.— Yes. heartily, when some other fellow

There have been 


revisions before. 


During the pro- 


cess of redivislon. 
sometimes t h e r e 
have 
been 
more 


than 
two 
pretty 


big parties in the 
field. But in the end 


matters always have- settled down to 
only two parties again. 


A two-party system 
Is what the 


country always has run on. In short. 
• • » 


It has had its little 
Inequalities. 


There have been times when the presi- 
dent has been of one party and Con- 
gress of another. 
There have been 


times when the Senate has been one 
way and the House of Representatives 
some other way. 


In the past years Congress even 


has been split three ways—Republic- 
ans and Democrats not far from even- 
ly balanced and the Progressives hold- 
Ing the balance of power. 


But since the present system of 


choosing a president has existed, tn 
presidential elections one party, so 
far as concerns the presidential vote, 
always has been stronger than all 
others combined. 


Xow, however, there Is a prospect 


that no presidential 
candidate 
will 


have a "majority over all," leaving It 
to Congress to pick 
out a White 


House tenant—and it's far from cer- 
tain that Congress, split up as it is, 
can agree. 


Should a special election have to 


t>e called after March 
4, to settle 


the deadlock, with some temporary 
chiet executive, like Secretary Hughes 
filling in, anybody can guess what a 
commotion would result. 


And puppose the special 
election 


should result in a deadlock, too! 


All this would be bad enough once. 


It would be still worse if three par- 
ties remained In the field and it kept 
on happening, again and again, every 
four years. 


It Itsn't Impossible. 
It's a situa-

adapted to it at all. Here_the con- 
fusion would be terrific. 


The supposition is, if Progressive- 


ism holds Its own. that the progres- 
sive Republicans and Democrats will 
break away from their respective, par- 
ties and Join tho Progressives; "that 
the conservative 
Republicans 
and 


Democrats will combine. 


Yet it may not work out that way. 
The Progressives may be here to 


stay and the Republicans and Demo- 
crats hang on. 


This is worrying politicians a great
